Jack Rye had no opposition but 
Longford t"egg, wno lost to Dep- 
uty Reeve Titus Peregrine last 
year, was nominated again this 
year and also nominated for 
council. Walter Rose, also a con- 
tender last year, was nominated 
to council. . 

Mr- Pegg withdrew his nomin- 
ation after a speech in which he 
criticized council for its lack of 
attention to the roads, and Mr. 
Rose also withdrew his nomina- 
tion. 

The three councillors are Ur- 
vine Tait, Walter Rate and J. S. 
Osborne. The nominations were 
held in the township hall at 
Sharon with Clerk John Smith 
as returning officer and chair- 
man. There was a good turn-out 
of voters. 

Biggest issue was raised by Mr. 
Pcgg who was criticul of the use 
of township men to work on the 
new township building. He felt 
they should Lave been used on 
road work. Members of council 
replied that more grave! had 
been laid than in previous years 
and that the township had saved 
considerable monsy by using 
township employees. 

At King township meeting, 
there was no opposition to Reeve 
Elton Armstrong and Deputy T. 



A. McCutcheon. William Keyhoe 
and Stanley Kuniski were nomin- 
ated as councillors but did not 
stand; Councillors acclaimed 
were Wm. Hodgson, Russell, Sni- 
der and Ray Jennings. - 

As in East Gwlllimbury, the 
issue was roads with Messrs. 
Keyhoe and Kuniski critical of 
the upkeep of roads in their re- 
spective home districts.

400 Revision Appeals 
In North Gwillimbury 



Nearly 400 assessment appeals 
have been filed by North Gwll- 
limbury ratepayers for the court 
of revision hearings to be held 
At Belhaven on December 3, 4 
and 0. The hearings start on each 
of these days at 1 p.m. 

Most of the appeals are being 
made by cottage owners and 
owner* of land which have been 
surveyed for future subdivision 
development. There are about 
86 appeals by ratepayers on 

Snake bland. 

Last year a mass appeal by 70 
Snake Island ratepayers was 
filed on the grounds that their 
property was on Crown land but 
the appeal was thrown out. The 
appeal* on the 1952 towrwhip 
assessment are believed to bo 
put forth for the same reasons 
an last year* 



A large number of appeals 
concern vacant land which has 
been surveyed Into lots for fu- 
ture subdivisions. Owners claim 
that these land areas should be 
assessed in large portions Instead 
of by lots. They say that each 
lot should not be assessed until 
tho property has been developed 
to the extent that lots are ready 
for sale.

He warned too that the spon* 
soring body should be sure of 
its funds before work was start- 
ed.

Milverton has a population 
about a quarter the iiize of New* 
market's and the surrounding 
area Js loss densely populated 
but on occasion, there were as 
many as 70 volunteers at work 
on tho pool. He estimated that 
volunteer labor reduced the cost 
of the Milverton pool as much 
ns « third. 

On the strength of Mllverton's 
experience, he estimated that a 
pool and bath-house could be 
constructed for a town the slie 
of Nowmarkot for $75,000 but 
ho was quick to point out that 
this cost could bo reduced by 
well over q third by the use of 
volunteer Inbor. 

If there was -solid support for 
such a project, it was surprising 
how volunteer holp and contri- 
butions rolled in, ho said, "Once 
the community gets behind the 
idea, it is' amaslnf how coats 

can be shaved, how volunteer 
labor rallies about and the con- 
tribution! come pouring in." 

Tho Milverton pool and bath- 
house cost in cash just over $30,* 
000, and an additional $15,000 
was contributed In labor. It is 
AV x W in dimensions.

Case Of Conmr. G. Baldwin 
New Candidates For Council 

. There have been rumors floating around for a week 

or two that Dr. Crawford Rose might seek a return 
to the mayoral chair, which he held for two years, after 
being a member of council for four years and heading 
the polls for the last two of them. Today, Monday, 
November 26, it must already be widely known in town 
that his candidature is confirmed, and for additional 
information we refer our readers to Dr. Rose's personal 
proclamation in our advertising columns.

There are now two hats In the 
mayoral arena and the fight Is 
on. There may be other hats 
Ihrown in to add to the tempo 
of the conflict. None can say 
for sure until nominations close. 
We do know for a certainty that 
Mayor Boll would not have 
gotten away with an acclama- 
tion this year. Failing other 
nominations there was a candi- 
date to carry the flog of pro- 
tect. That is all we need say 
at the moment on that 

We do not doubt that Dr. 
Rose will present a definite 
program to the electors on 
nomination night. It is correct, 
therefore, that we reserve com- 
ment until we learn what it is. 
Dr. Crawford Rose is a likeable 
and popular personality, gifted 
with an immense fund of energy 
and determination, all of which 
is calculated to moke him a 
helfty foe of all and sundry as- 
piring to the office of mayor of 
Aurora for 1952. 

Case of Mr. Baldwin 

As far as we know there will 
be two offices to fill on the hy- 
dro commission, one consequent 
on the resignation of chairman, 
Mr. George Baldwin, and the 
other arising from Dr> Rose's 
retirement to seek the office of 
mayor. , 

It was at a council meeting on 
September 17 when Mayor Bell 
stated that Mr. Baldwin had ten- 
dered his resignation and that 
it had been accepted, but that 
the retiring commissioner hacf 
agreed to stay on until the end 
of the year providing the hydro 
building's wall and canopy were 
left where they were. 

It has been suggested from two 
or three quarters that Mr. Bald- 
win might withdraw his resigna- 
tion, to continue as chairman of 
the hydro commission, now that 
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the hydro building, with all Its 
faults and offences, is erected. 
The counter suggestion is that 
since ilayor Bell accepted Mr. 
Baldwin's resignation it cannot 
legally be withdrawn, and that 
if Mr. Baldwin wishes to stay 
on the hydro commission he will 
have to seek re-election. 

Elected By The People, . 

Hydro commissioners are 
elected by the votes of the peo- 
ple, or are acclaimed if* there 
are no contesting candidates; 
and by resigning his position, 
rind the resignation being ac- 
cepted by the mayor, Mr. Bald- 
win did, ipso faclo, hand in his 
resignation to the people them- 
selves; and only the people, 
through their votes, can restore 
him to the hydro. 

In such circumstances there 
could be two vacancies to be 
filled on the Aurora hydro com- 
mission. Whatever the legal in- 
terpretation is, it would cause 
great surprise if Mr. Baldwin 
even suggested that his resigna- 
tion might be rescinded. Such a 
request has not come before 
council. Our understanding Is 
that council cannot legally re- 
scind such a resignation. 

Besides all this, Mr. Baldwin 
put it into print that if the elec- 
tors weren't satisfied with him 
he would resign at a moment's 
notice. Well, we can assure him 

that the people were far from 
satisfied with the handling of 
the hydro building, and he is 
chairman of the commission. 
The people were also extremely 
dissatisfied with the instant fir- 
ing of Bill Large, who held the 
offices of secretary-treasurer to 
the hydro. 

The people also want informa- 
tion on their hydro, and they 
can't get it if the press is kept 
out of the hydro meetings. Mr. 
Baldwin prefers closed doors 
against the press and said so. In 
ell the circumstances, the better 
thing for him to do is what he 
has done; resign. We believe he 
is too proud a man to go back 
on his own decision, and that 
he will abide by the retirement 
ho voluntarily chose* 

Everett Kerr 

Mr. Everett Kerr, who became 
known to the citfze#.s of Aurora 
through his appearance at coun- 
cil to demand the quashing of 
the press ban imposed by'Mayor 
Bell, will, we understand, be 
nominated for one of tfie vacan- 
cies on the hydro commission, 

Mr. Kerr was born near 
Orillia 42 years ago. In 1925 he 
moved with his parents to Lea- 
side and joined a member-firm 
on the Toronto Stock Exchange, 
where he has been ever since. 
For 20 years he has been a trader 
on the floor of the house. For 
some years he farmed at Long 
Acres as a hobby; the Long 
Acres farm 1 is situated south of 
Aurora. He decided to s make 
Aurora his permanent homo and 
built on excellent residence on 
Cousins' Drive in the summer of 
1050. 

- A great supporter of hockey, 
for a period of six years ho pro- 
moted a number of bantam and 
midget hockey clubs for the To- 
ronto Hockey League during his 
residence at Leaalde, personally 
providing tho necessary funds. 
A dovotco of golf, he has been 
for several years a member of 
the Thornhill Golf Club.

NOMINATIONS, FRIDAY. NOVEMBER 30 

Tomorrow night, Friday, November 30, nomina- : 
tions will be made in the Mechanics' hall for council, 
the hydro and the public school. It is important that 
the voters should attend in the largest possible numbers, 
and by their presence^show how pronounced ia the in- 
terest that is now being taken in local municipal mat- 
ters. 

The recent by-law introduced by Councillor Davies, 
and passed by council, limits the time between nomin- 
ations and elections to 10 days only. The elections will 
take place on Monday, December 10. Thus very little 
time is allowed the electors to learn anything about new 
candidates offering their services to the municipality. 

The electors will, however, have opportunities of 

asking candidates questions on nomination night, and it 

is hoped that such opportunities will not be missed. 
The time allowed for putting questions to candidates . 

will be all the longer if some limit is set on the tilfie 
taken up by retiring representatives. It is hoped that 
limitation of "inquest-holding" by retiring representa- 
tives will be imposed by the electors present. 

QUESTIONS WORTH ASKING 

■ 

It, is hoped that taxpayers will ask a few questions 
of their retiring mayor and members of council, the 
answers to Which could be very illuminating and in- 
structive. Why did Mayor Bell, Reeve Cook, and 
Councillors Gundy and Pringle support the hydro 
commissioners by condoning their "sit-down strike" 
threat if the hydro building were altered to conform 
with the town building by-laws? Why did Councillor 
Fielding change her mind, voting to enforce the hydro 
to observe the building regulations and then voting to 
allow the building to stand as it was? 

Who succeeded William Large, after his dismissal 
in January, 1950, as secretary-treasurer of the hydro, 
and what are the salaries paid to the holder of tiiese 
offices? Who fired William Large on the morning of 
Tuesday, January 18, 1951? 

Who has received tho bulk of the sum of $5,000 
voted by council to the Aurora planning board; and 
what has tho planning board done for Aurora? 

Why has the council not taken a vote of the citizens 
on whether or not they want a planning board for 
Aurora? 

NO STATEMENT ON METERS 

It seoms surprising that no overall statement has"' 

so far been made in connection with the meters. Some 
weeks ago there was a statement made, accompanied 
by a photograph of the town clerk and his assistant 
busy at tho job of counting up a heap of pennies collected 
from the meters. But the statement involved the sum 
of around $70 only, and as far as we know nothing 
more has been heard of tho subject. 

An enormous amount of pressure was exerted to 
get the "scraps of iron" set up on the sidewalks; en- 
thusiasm was high on the part of a section of the council, 
especially on tho part of Mayor Bell and Councillor 
Fielding; and we had expected regular announcements 
from the town hall for tho information of tho citizens. 

No overall statement has thus far been made. It 
would be interesting to know just how much money 
has been collected from the meters since their installa- 
tion. How much money has been received by tho 
town, and how much has gone to the meter company? 
These are matters of public interest. 

RATION THE SPEECHES 

At last year's nomination meeting somo retiring 
members of council talked at such length that tho largo 
audience became tired and bored, and many loft beforo 
tho proceedings wcro over, A few possible candidates 
also left tho meeting, having found tho flow of verbosity 
insufferable. 

It is hoped that a similar verbal punlshmont will 
not be inflicted on tho citizens at tho coming nomina- 
tion meoting. This could bo prevented by rationing the 
length of tho speeches of retiring representatives. This 
proccduro could be carried out if it wore moved and 
seconded and carried by thoso present, limiting addres- 
ses to a normal length not exceeding 15 minutes. 

This year's audience will not, wo Imaglno, bo so 
interested In what has beon done - which is fairly woll 
known - but what is to bo dono in tho future. Let us 
hear about future programs. Long-winded inquests can 
sorvo no useful purpose. Taxpayers will, wo bollevo, 
bo very interested in hearing proposals for rectifying 
tho errors of the past,

Reeve Cook 

We remember the address 1 to 
the electors made by Reeve 
Cook at the nomination meeting 
?n the high school auditorium in 
November, 1049. One of the 
things he mentioned was a de- 
jire to become Warden of York 
County, and he hoped the voters 
would return him to office so 
that lie might attain his ombi- 
tlon. It was a worthy ambition. 
There have been only three 
Wardens of York County chosen 
from Aurora in the past J00 
years. Reeve Cook at that time 
hnd our best wishes and we said 
so. 

Two years have passed, and 
in those two years we have come 
to the rather sad conclusion that 
Reeve . Cook will never attain 
his ambition of becoming War- 
den of York County. Aurora 
will hnyo to look elsewhere for 
a future Warden coming from 
its council ranks. A reeve who 
does not possess enough per- 
sonal confidence to make a rec- 
ommendation from a council 
committee of which ho is the 
chairman can hardly expect to 
aspire to the Wardcnship of liEs 
county. 

Reeve Cook was formerly the 
chairman of the Aurora town 
council Fire and Water depart- 
ment. A new fire truck fras to 
be bought and it was the busi- 
ness of Reeve Cook's committee, 
with himself as chairman, to 
bring in a recommendation to 
council. Weeks went by and no 
recommendation was brought in. 
Finally Reeve Cook told a sur- 
prised council that he felt the 

responsibility was too big for a 
committee recommendation and 
ho asked council as a whole to 
accept the responsibility. The 
following year Mayor Bell named 
Rcove Cook's strongest critic to 
the chairmanship of the Fire and 
Water department, namely 
Councillor Corhott. 

The trouble with Reevo Cook, 
it seems to us, is his fear of com* 
Ing out flat-footed with a deci- 
sive yea and ruiy. Ho Is the vet- 
eran mem her of the Aurora town 
council and should give leader- 
ship. But ho gives no leader* 
ship. Instead ho looks for 
leadership. Recently he was In 
.-I slew over the meters. Ho 
wondered what tho town would 
like? And when a number of 
correspondents sent their views 
to council tho Reovo rounded 
-m them for trying to influence 

it 

Wow, when a public represent- 
ative gets what he asks for and 
*till doesn't like It, what are you 
to make of him? 

Our candid opinion is that 

Reave Cook would bo doing a 

jorvSce to his town if ho retired 
from council— -as did tho deputy- 
reeve, Harry Corner, lust year— 
and mode way for someone else 
to stop up. Mr. Cook la coma- 
tose, He has nothing to offor the 
town In tho way of now Ideas, 
An for hii becoming Warden of 
York County, we think his 
chances of climbing to the 
noon would bo a much cnalor 
undertaking. 

Dc|»ty*ft«m Morrtjr 

Why has Mr. Murray appar- 
ently changed his mind and de- 
cided to seek re-election aftor 
stating that ho was retiring? If 
his decision to try and keop hU 
seat is motivated by tho thought 
of keeping Mr* Lome Evans out, 
we could not congratulate him 
on tho sincerity of such motive*. 
Nor do wo think the electors will 
feel differently.

Cook, Murray And Pringle: 
Davies Is Council Problem 

Last week we reviewed five members of council: 
Mayor Bell and Councillors Corbett, Fielding, Gundy 

and Jones. We gave some of our reasons why we 

shall not support either Mayor Bell or Councillor Field- 
ing, together with some of our reasons why we shall 
support the others mentioned. Since we wrote we 
have heard that Councillor Gundy may not seek re-elec- 
tion If that is true we shall be sorry, for Bob Gundy 
is a yOung jTian of very considerable ability, and he is 

a credit to the town council* 

Wc approach now four other j parts of the town our sidewalks 
members, of council, for all of and pavements are in a very de- 
plorable and dangerous condi- 
tion, which will have to be cor- 
rected immediately in a well- 
planned manner* This bad road 
condition prevails all over the 
town." 

Mr. Lome Evans is a man who 
has had wide experience in mu- 
nicipal matters. He was reeve 
of Whitchurch township for three 
years after serving as deputy- 
reeve for three years and mem- 
ber of council for eight years. 
He held office as school trustee 
in Whitchurch township for nine 
years. He was director of the 
Canadian Ayrshire Breeders As- 
sociation for ten years and be 
came Its president in 1949. His 
municipal experience far exceeds 
that of any member of the Au- 
rora town council. 

Mr. Murray did say that for 
personal and business reasons he 

would not seek re-election this 
year. We suggest that Mr. Mur- 
ray would be doing a service to 
his town if, in those circum- 
stances, he abided by his earlier 
decision and enjoyed for a time 
the freedom of retirement. 

Councillor Pringle 

Mr. Pringle is a likeable man. 
But we cannot think of anything 
he has contributed as a member 
of council. In action he has been 
as static as Reeve Cook, and of- 
ten as voiceless. Side by aide 
they have sat together, thinking 
perhaps, but saying little. Reeve 
Cook would nod his head; Coun- 
cillor Pringle would smile pleas- 
antly. We should be sorry to 
.see him go, because of that pleas- 
ant smile. Hut we think" ho 
should take a rest cure for a year 
or two. Then lie might return, 
full of vigor and vim. Meanwhile 
we recommend him to take that 
rest from council. 

Councillor Davies 

Ho hasn't hud the title of 
mayor; but that's what he's been 
in matters of procedure. His 
ability none can deny. He is far 
and away the ablest man on the 
present council. Tho trouble Is, 
you never know where you have 
him. it was he who moved that 
the Mechanics' If all be sold or 
rented to industry. It was he 
who was responsible for the by- 
law limiting the time allowed 
between nominations and elec- 
tions. Out ho stood firm against 
allowing the hydro getting its 
own way. Charles Davies is not 
tho man to bo pushed around. 
Ho is no "yes man" to anybody. 

It would bo hard to replace 
him. We've heard that ho won't 
run again. We heard that last 
years but he signed up five jjjin- 
utes boforo tho deadline, "flct 
your life he'll run again. Xt 
would need a surgical operation 
to get the council blood out of 
his veins. And we can't imagine 
Mr. Davies lying down for such 
an operation.

Cots Further $700 Fees 

Tax That Proved A Phoney! 

The Kennedy street boys were back again on Mon- 
day night, November 19, pushing their claims for the in- 
stallation of sewers. It could be that members' of 

council thought they had Dr. Boulding and Dr. Hender- 
son stalled. If they did they were mistaken. They 
were there before some members of council. And they 
carried their point. By a majority vote council passed 
a motion in their favor. 
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The discussion on the Kennedy 
street sewers went on for nearly 
an hour and a half. Dr. Hender- 
son took a back seat in this in- 
stance, giving way to Dr. Bould- 
ing. We shall continue to op- 
pose Dr. Bouldlng's planning 
board campaign; but we would 
be the first to acknowledge that 
he is a very clever and persua- 
sive man. We greatly admired 
the skilful manner in which he 
supported the petition he intro- 
duced. 

Wc understand that Council- 
lor Fielding is the new planning 
board secretary-treasurer. We 
don't remember that her ap- 
pointment was ever brought up 
at council. But she presented 
the planning board statement on 
Monday night. And what was 
the statement? Detalts were not 
read out In council, but we went 
to the town hail and looked 
through the folder — thanks to 
Mr, Everett Kerr, through whose 
Intervention the press ban was 
removed. The statement is as 
follows: 

Consultant's professional time; 

IS hours, $10 per hour, $180. 

•Consultant's technical time: 

104 hours, $5 per hour, $520. 

These sums made a further 
$700 paid to the planning board's 
out-of-town consultant, for the 
period ending August 31, 1951. 
Look's like a pretty good side- 
line for the consultant. Especial- 
ly so in view of the fact that in 
1948 he was paid $812; In 1949, 
$1,202.59; and in 1050 he was 
paid $737.50. 

So far the out-of-town plan- 
ning board consultant has re- 
ceived from the taxpayers of 
Aurora over $3542. Looks like a 
pretty good sideline. 

And what have the taxpayers 
of Aurora received for their 
money? Only a nuisance value. 
Must this waste of money con- 
tinue? 

It's ah ill-wind that blows no- 
hody any good. Councillor 
Prlngtc presented a report from 
the finance committee, of which 
ho Is chairman. Among the 
Items listed was a payment to 
tho Aurora Bnnncr publishing 
company of $223.80, Including 
$20 tax, for printing a supply of 
meter violation tickets. Quite a 
nlco account. * It's an 111 wind 
that blows nobody any good! 
But for the meters the Aurora 
B a n n o r publishing company 
would not hnvo collected those 
two hundred odd bucks. 

Tho T. Sismnn company and 
the Collis Leather company woro 
back again at council! this time 
In tite form of letters, squawking 
over their assessments, which 
thoy still maintained wore too 
heavy. Council could do noth- 
ing about it. Tho court had rul- 
ed, and that was that. 

Against that background of 

grumbling it Is plenaant to re- 
call tho fact that other industries 
and commercial houses accepted 
tho assessor's judgments, among 
those being Aurora Textile* Ltd., 
Universal Insulations, J, P, Field-

It was also clearly understood 
that if and when the Lions club 
ceased to operate it for their own 
and community purposes the 
property would revert to the 
town, on a refund of the original 
price paid for it, plus costs of 
improvements carried out by the 
Lions club during Us occupancy 
of the premises. 

Naturally the Lions club would 
expect to have the right to gov- 
ern the hall in accordance with 
their terms of purchase and that, 
it seemed to ua t was all there 
was to it. 

The Gray Coach Lines won a 
victory on the proposed tax on 
space where the buses stop at 
the Dal-Har Grill.

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CoL Selby 

A Sharon name prominent in 
the War of 1812, and which is 
still a Sharon name, is that of 
Selby. Col. Thomas Selby fought 
with General Brock during the 
war, but was home at the time 
of the Battle of Queenston 
Heights, because his wife was 
very ill. He saw service for 
three years and received as re- 
ward 1,200 acres of land- Col. 
Thomas Selby and his wife had 
a family of 12 children and each 
was given 100 acres of land at 
coming of age or at marriage. In 
time all the sons of Col. Selby 
became officers in the Canadian 
Army, and the military tradition 
has been carried on during World 
Wars I and II. 

Another Sharon name connect- 
ed with the Wax of 1812 is that 
of Captain Traviss. 

A great depression followed 
the war. Prices had been fabu- 
lously high during hostilities, 
and when peace was declared, 
they fell to lowest level. 
Troubles of 1837 

With the arrival of post bellum 
days, it was reasonable to ex- 
pect that peaceful pursuits would 
constitute the agenda; to open 
and develop the country would 
appear the logical interest. Set- 
tlers v/ere coming in rapidly — 
English, Irish, Scotch and Am- 
erican — and each representative 
of a different school of thought. 
They found that neither political 
nor economic conditions were to 
their advantage. Canada, a vast 
wilderness, was governed by 
military officers responsible to 
a government 3,000 miles away. 
It v/as an age of imperialism and 
class; Simcoc himself was an 
avowed aristocrat and detested 
anything which smacked of re- 
publicanism. * 

The correspondence between 
Lord Dorchester and himself in- 
dicates beyond doubt that it had 
been the intention of the Home 
Government to make the Cana- 
dian constitution a replica of it- 
self, create an aristocracy and 

set up an Established Church, to 
v/hich most of the Loyalists be- 
longed. This last was a mission- 
ary effort to underwrite support 
to Christianity in the new land 
where British sentiment was pre- 
dominant and the native popula- 
tion was heathen. 

So, in 1791, 2,500,000 acres of 
land were set aside for support 
of a Protestant Clergy, which 
meant the Church of England. 
This enormous reservation was 
known as the Clergy Reserves. 
In addition, responsible persons, 
who had brought in settlers, and 
disbanded soldiers, had been 
given tracts of land, each com- 
prised of thousands of acres. 
Land Grants 

The British Government had 
the sincere interests of the col- 
ony at heart. Always concilia- 
tory, it had appointed governors, 
and in turn it had recalled gov- 
ernors, but it was becoming in- 
creasingly apparent that me- 
thods of machinery of govern- 
ment in Upper Canada were 
thwarting progress and frustrat- 
ing attempts for advancement. 

The autocratic system was not 
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functioning satisfactorily in the 
raw country, and, on the other 
hand, suggestions by those from 
the south who had been used 
to a responsible form of govern- 
ment were not accepted. 

When the agitation flared up 
again in 1817, from out the 
jumble of grievances, a main 
bone of contention was the Cler- 
gy Reserves, and an insistance on 

better land grants. These large 

sections of land — Clergy Re- 
serves, land owned by King's 
College, and absentee landlords — 
separated neighbor from neigh- 
prevented establishment o f 
schools, churches and hospitals, 
and in many ways placed the set- 
tler at a disadvantage. 
Family Compact 

Time might have smoothed 
these difficulties to the satisfac- 
tion of most, but in the little 
backwoods village of York, the 
government had gathered about 
itself a pseudo aristrocracy which 
blatantly ignored the needs of 
the genuine settlers who by 
might and brawn were wrest- 
ling with indescribable hardships. 
This clique, the families of 
which were intermarried, came 
to be known as the Family Com- 
pact. Where such unlimited 
wealth. was controlled by the few, 
that few were in a position to 
favor thcmeslves and their 
friends, and it seemed inevitable 
that abuses creep into the ad- 
ministration. The very air at 
York was fetid with scandal. 
Grievances were many and 
pressed heavily upon the people, 
appeals to the Compact at York 
were received with insolence. 
Mass meetings were increasing 
[throughout the province, peti- 
tions were sent to England, and 
petitions, "breathing defiance be- 
gan to reach the Governor." 

The vicious effects of this 
Family Compact were convulsing 
the tempers of the settlers and 
paralyzing the economic life of 
the country. There were unex- 
plained delays in obtaining pat- 
ents. These patents were de- 
clared void unless it was spe- 
cially stated that a specified por- 
tion of the land be allotted and 
appropriated for the maintain* 
ence of a Protestant Clergy. 

False patents were issued to 
favorites of the government, 
which enabled them to obtain 
large land areors. Taxes were 
unfair, and the people were not 

allowed honest representation. 
Space forbids listing the unjust 
manipulations of the day, but 
"that shining thing in the souls 
of free men could not be 
crushed." 

The three central figures in 
the controversy were John Bev- 
erly Robinson, Dr. John Strachan 
and William Lyon Mackenzie. 
The governor, during those last 
hectic days, was Sir Francis 
Bondhcad. Rebellion was open- 
ly talked. 

David Willson had early Incur- 
red the dislike of the Family 
Compact because he had warned 
against their machinations. But 
that these Quaker-Daviditcs did 
not enter willingly Into the pre- 
vailing attitude is evident from 
an entry in the O'Brien Letters 
of November, 1831; "Mackenzie 
is doing all he can to make a 
riot, but I believe he will not 
succeed, and the business of the 
House proceeds so much more 
effectually since his absence, 

that I think his credit must suf- 
fer. 

"Besides that, his unwarranted 
attack on the governor will dis- 
gust many of his advocates. 
David Willson's Society are much 
disturbed thereat and enduring 
great storms on the subject of 
the propriety of supporting 
him." The letter of the same 
date continues: "Edward went to 
York as ho intended— Lucius re- 
turned to account for his ab- 
sence. He returned at last, sick 
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cfals— they had nearly given 
away some of his land." Theso 
letters were written from Shanty 
Hay. * 

Tax Petition 

The Colonial Advocate of Feb- 
ruary, 1831, carries an account 
that the Children of Peace pre- 
sented a petition against unfair 
taxes. This was signed by George 
ifolllngshead and 49 others, At 
the same time, David Willson 
was in controversy with the 
king's solicitor over the marriage 
bill, during which tho latter 
used most abusive language 
against tho Children of Peace, 
At York in the summer of that 
year, David Willson had de- 
livered a long discourse, by In- 
stallments, on tho prevailing 
question of Clergy and Class, In 
the advance notice of this meet- 
ing "attendants wero requested 
carefully to refrain from strong 
liquors— as all Sabbath drinking 
Is disrespectful to tho worship.' 1 
In July, 1031. the taxpayers 
of East Gwillimbitry petitioned 
tho town dork, John Weddel, to 
call R public meeting to discuss 
current questions. At this meet- 
ing John Fletcher, Sr., moved 
that tho meeting endorso the 
resolution proviouily piMtd at 
York. In "Sketches of Canada/' 
W. L. Hacktniie has toft a dt- 
iscription of the enthusiasm di* 
f 
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played in Sharon. "Hie meet- 
ing in East Gwillimbury was fol- 
lowed In the evening by many 
demonstrations of joy, and the 
spirited young men of the vol- 
unteer amateur musicians, com- 
posing the powerful band of the 
Militia Regiment, marched up 
down the street of Hope playing 
cheerful and enlivening airs. 

■T had the curiosity to count 
three or four clarionets, two 
French horns, two bassoons, be- 
side German and octave flutes, 
flageolets, etc. They have also 
violins and violincelloes and are 
I masters of their delightful art." 
_ In June of 1833 another pub- 
lic meeting was held at New- 
market at Hewitt's Inn. Samuel 
Hughes was elected to the chair, 
and William Reid, Sr., was ap- 
pointed secretary. Both of these 
were Sharon men. It was moved 
to secure the return of an inde- 
pendant member from the third 
riding of the County of York. 
The committee for East Gwillim- 
bury consisted of Murdock Mo 
Leod, Sr., Samuel Hughes, Silas 
Fletcher, Brook Wakefield, 
Jacob Belfry and Samuel Har- 
rold. A month later a meeting 
was held at the house of John 
Reid, Inn Keeper, at Sharon, to 
consider the state of the prov- 
ince. Again Samuel Hughes was 
chairman and Wililam Reid, Sr, 
was secretary. 

Wild Excitement 

These meetings led to another 
district meeting in 1837. The ac- 
count relates "There was wild 
excitement, and the Reformers 
asked that the Assembly might 
have lull control of public rev- 
enues and sale of public lands; 
Clergy Reserves be secularized; 
municipal councils be establish- 
ed; right to impeach public of- 
ficials be conceded; judges 
and clergymen be excluded from 
parliament; and the law of prim- 
ogeniture be repealed. To this 
petition were attached 25,000 sig- 
natures." 

These requests have for so long 
been a part of every day ac- 
ceptance that the bitter struggle 
which brought them about has 
been forgotten. 
Queen Victoria 

This was the year of the ac- 
cession of the young queen, Vic- 
toria. It was apparent there 
was no hope for fair play, and 
on December 7 an uprising took 
place at Montgomery's Tavern on 
Yonge Street. "On the evening 
of Dec. 6, 1837, a wagon was 
packed at Sharon with old shoot- 
ing irons, pikes, shclalies, pro- 
visions, etc., and in charge of 
John D. Willson, was sent down 
Yonge Street. Next morning, as 
per arrongement, the most en- 
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thusiastic reformers proceeded 
down towards York by way of 
Yonge Street and assisted in the 
encounter at Montgomery's tav- 
ern, where they were overtaken- 

"The break being quelled, the 
men from the north returned to 
their homes under cover of 
darkness, but they were back 
only two or three days when 46 
of them were arrested and con- 
fined as prisoners in the building 
on Botsford Street, Newmarket, 
now (1887) used as a club room 
by the bicyclists. This was on 
the 12th of the month, and they 
were kept in the old building 
which was then the Old Kirk, 

for three days, subsisting on 
bread and water. 

"On the morning of the 15th, 
43 of them were fastened to a 
long chain and walked to York 
in command of Moses Terry on 
hprseback halting over night in 
a barn. Three prisoners were 
taken in a wagon, Joel Lloyd, a 

cripple, Joseph Brammer, boots 

frozen to his feet during the 
melee at Montgomery's, and 
George Fletcher, wounded in the 
ankle at the same place." 
Yonge St. Trouble 

David Willson was not at the 
Yonge Street trouble, yet he and 
his sons, Hugh D. and John D., 

were arrested and taken from 
their homes. Later the father 
was released, but the two sons 
were confined five months in 
York jail, Hugh D. then was 
taken to Kingston and endured 
seven months of imprisonment, j 

In a leather-bound Bible 
which bears evidence of much 
use, it is recorded in careful 
penmanship that "on the 25th j 
day of the third month, 1837,! 
Ellen Hughes, daughter of Amos ! 
and Rebecca Hughes, was mar- r 
ried to James Henderson." In j 
the heavy volumes of Dent's His- i 
tory of the Rebellion, is written : 
the sequel. There it is stated : 
that James Henderson was shot ! 
by fire of Sheriff Jarvis' picket ' 
at the trouble at Montgomery's ! 
place in 1837. 

This historian continues to re- . 
late that James Henderson was 
a discharged British soldier, and 
for some time before the upris- , 
ing he had worked as a cooper in 
Davidtown. "His widow still 
resides in Sharon (1895), and in 
a recent interview with her at 
her home she informed me he 
left her on Monday morning for 
Montgomery's ... I learn from 
other sources that the body was 
left lying in the road when the 
rebels took to their heels. One 
of my informants, a hale old 
man of patriarchiol age, was the 
last, except Lount, to leave tho 
spot." 
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. We faav* been following with 
a good deal of interest the 
career of a Newmarket woman 
who seems to have more than 
her share of luck. Or is it per- 
sistence? On second thought, 
the latter. She enters every 
sort of contest imaginable She 
must mail thousands of letters 
each year, fill out countless 
entry blanks, buy an infinite 
number of tickets. 

Over a year, her winnings 
may seem quite imposing to 
those not in the know, but in 
point of fact, she enters so 
many contests she just can't help 
winning a few of them. It's the 
law of averages. 

But even so. one does wonder 
a bit when she enters a contest 
without knowing it and walk* 
off with a grand prize. 

We were attracted by the glow 
in the sky to north on Sunday 
evening and drove up Yonge St. 
to the Round Hi!L From there 
we could see a worm of fire ex- 
tending along the horizon- 

We cut across the Sharon side- 
road and up Second St. where 

we could see the fire more 
clearly. Apparently, it had 
caught on the east side of the 
marsh and driven by the wind, 
burning clear over to the 



river. 

We went on up the third to 
the township line and from a 
hill to the west, overlooking the 
marsh, we could see the whole 
panorama of the fire. It was 
quite imposing, the distance and 
height lending the flames a 
suggestion of a roaring inferno 
which they no doubt lacked 
a closer view. 

The reflection in the sky was 
visible far south of Newmarket, 

we are told.

Back to East Gwillimbury: 
Reeve Norman Doyle of North 
Gwillimbury was an unexpected 
visitor to the sister township 
meeting and was prevailed upon 
to say a few words. Looking out 
over the audience, he remarked 
on the absence of women. "Up 
in North Gwillimbury, half our 
audience is made up of wo- 
men," he said.

Interesting too are the posi- 
tions of Reeve John Rye of 
East Gwillimbury and Deputy- 
Keeve J. I* Spillette of New- 
market. Rye is a strong con- 
tender for the job of one of the 

warden's commissioners in 
county next year, and Spillette 
is a strong contender as war- 
den. Both men were acclaim- 
ed in their respective munici- 
palities. 

It would make a strong north- 
ern representation on county 
council if it worked out. More 
power to them both. ■ 

There was an excellent turn- 
out to Newmarket nominations, 
excellent, that is, in compari- 
son to other years- Clerk Wes- 
ley Brooks counted 170 pres- 
ent at 9 o'clock, and a few 
more came in later on-* At 
that, however, it is not very 
much from a population of over 
5,000.

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ELECTING NEW COUNCIL 

Ten candidates are seeking the six seats on the 
council. Of those ten, six of them are seeking re-elec- 
tion. Of the remaining four, one says that his engineer- 
ing experience will benefit the town; another says his 
experience with road work will save tax dollars; the 
third offers a solution to the smoke nuisance; and the 
fourth offers zeal to serve the taxpayers. 

AH of the six seeking re-election are standing on 
their records as councillors during the past year. At 
nomination night proceedings, they defended or ex- 
plained what they had undertaken, and discussed what 
they hoped to accomplish. % t 

The fact that thfire are so many candidates for 
council is a healthy manifestation of civic interest and 
the workings of democracy. The candidates are all 
to be commended for their willingness to undertake 
the onerous processes of local administration. Let no 
citizen delude himself that these candidates are seek- 
ing a "soft touch". Council business in a town the 
size of Newmarket is a daily demand on time and effort. 

* ♦ * - 

3 Perhaps it is this heavy requirement of day to day 
detail that provides the grounds for the one general 
criticism we would make of last year's council, the 
criticism that there was no leadership by council, no 
apparent vision. It is a criticism that must apply as 
well to the new candidates. None of them offered the 
voters of Newmarket any suggestion of a concern with 
matters beyond the immediate scope of municipal 
administration. 

■ 

In a word, neither those seeking re-election nor 
fresh contenders showed gifts of imagination and 
leadership. 

It is easier to consider the record of the six candi- 
dates seeking re-election. Council last year undertook 
several large projects and brought them to acceptable 
conclusions. They made decisions which were largely 
to the benefit of the town. The council, on its record, 
was adequate, but only that. No more. 

Nowhere, in the proceedings of council, is there 
any indication of leadership. Council did its job but 
that is all. The new candidates offer no more than the 
conviction that they can do the same job, only a little 
bettor. It is a circumstance to be regretted because 
Newmarket could use a little vision, a little leadership, 

a little concern with the less immediate future. 

* * * 

In past council contests, the issues which have been 
placed before the voters were frequently those of policy 
as much as those of immediate consideration like new 
roads and sidewalks. There was the contest when 
Mr. Jack Luck ran on the strength of his "second Main 
St." proposal. And, from time to time, there have been 
similar issues which involved matters removed from 
routine administration. 

t 

It is unfortunate that of all the ten candidates 
for council, none made his platform one of imaginative 
leadership. Heaven knows, there is need for it. What, 
for example, is goin# to become of Newmarket's business 
section. It is cramped into a comparatively small area. 
Has someone any ideas how this situation can be eased? 

There was a good deal of talk about traffic control, 
but did anyone arise with a proposal for a large-scale 
safety campaign? It is not enough to nab the offen- 
ders; there is plenty of scope for safety education. 

Newmarket was put on the map a few years ago 
with its assessment row. It gave the town considerable 
publicity. Since then, however, no one lias undertaken 
a campaign to publicize Newmarket under happier cir- 
cumstance, but such publicity would be of immense 
value. Even on a matter fib comparatively simple as 
the erection of publicity signs on Yonge St., council 
has stalled since June. 

Or consider the swimming pool proposal, or the 
development of a sports ground on the east side of 
town, or any one of a number of projects not directly 
related to the immediate administration of Newmarket 
but part of the process of good government. None of 
them have been given more than a passing thought by 
the council. 

We admit that the cause may be that council is 
bogged down in the detail of Its heavy spending and 
mechanical requirements. But we insist that if New- 
market is to have any sort of future, vision and imagina- 
tion are needed now. They weren't evident in council 
last year. They weren't evident on the nomination 
platform on Friday night. And that was cause for 
regret. 

But for all of that, Newmarket voters have before 
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them a choice of six from ten candidates. Any com- 
bination of six from the ten will give a good council. 
We hope that the combination ultimately chosen will 
be more than merely good or adequate, but will also 
provide the vision and the leadership the town so greatly 
needs. 



LOCAL AUTONOMY 

■ 

Reeve Jack Rye of East Gwillimbury spoke a per- 
tinent truth when he thanked those who troubled to 
attend the nomination meeting. "If it weren't for you 
who have attended these meetings, municipal councils 
would soon be abolished." 

The local administration is the cornerstone of a 
system of representative government. It is the gov- 
ernment closest to the people. It is the government 
which gives the best return for the tax dollar. At one 
time, council had much broader powers than it now 
possesses. In recent years, because of the development 
of the grant system whereby the province pays grants 
to municipalities, these local administrations have lost 
much of their authority. 

They will continue to lose that authority unless 
the citizens show the interest in them they deserve. 
Unless there is a resurgence of public support, the local 
councils will become complete rubber stamps to the 
policies and authority of the province. As it is now, 
the province has as much, or more, tc^say in the admin- 
istration of a municipality than the municipal govern- 
ment. Much of what is objectionable in municipal 
administration stems from provincial interference. 

Only by encouraging strong local administration 
can this trend be halted. And halted it must be if we 
are to maintain the decentralized government by rep- 
resentation which we now have. 



SWIMMING POOL 

Members of Newmarket Lions club, and their 
guests, members of the Aurora club, heard on Monday 
night the story of how Milverton got its swimming 
pool. The story came to light during the course of 
the club's investigation into the possibilities of a pool 
for Newmarket. It is an incredible story of difficul- 
ties, but it is a story with a happy ending since, thanks 
to the persistence of one man, the pool was Opened this 
summer. 

The man responsible, .Mr. Robert Crocker, told 
the story of the pool in detail. He had plenty of sug- 
gestions, made from his own hard experience, but 
what stood out was the way costs were cut by the use 
of voluntary labor. Equally emphasized was the need 
for 100 percent support of such a project. 

m 

Newmarket has had plenty of experience with 
voluntary labor, at the arena and more recently, in 
the installation of the floodlights. These projects were 
successful although tho same small group appeared to 
be doing all the work. In Milverton, with a popula- 
tion less than a quarter of Newmarket's, there were 
as many as 70 volunteers at work at one time. Now- 
market should have a volunteer labor pool of over 500 
to draw on. 

But the amount of volunteer labor depends upon 
the strength of public support for tho project, so that 
it would seem to us that of foremost importance in 
undertaking a swimming pool la the nssurnnco of solid 
public support. Wo think that support Is thoro but 
it will need a little encouragement. If all those who 
favor the pool wore to undertake the missionary work 
now, when the time comes to start work, that support 
will be ready. 
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Things are looking up in 
Cuttin Corners these days and 
other things are being looked 
up since the nominations. Mayor 
Maynott, who has said each 
year since 1036 that he would 
not run the next year, was ac- . 
claimed again. 

"Certainly appreciate this 
here acclamation," the mayor 
said in his acclamation ad- 
dress. "It's a real honor to be 
acclaimed, I " claim. 'Course, 
this here is positively my last 
year on council. Gotta quit. 
Pressure of business, y'know/* 
Mayor Maynott is a steam fitter 
by pressure, I mean profession. 

Reeve Ward. N. Orbust was 
also acclaimed, as well as 
Deputy-Reeve Mooney Sippal. 

Things which are being look- 
ed up in Cuttin Corners this 
year are old documents which 
might prove that the town hall 
is not situated in the centre of 
Main St., plumb. 

As everyone knows, Mrs. 
Helen Agale, storm centre of 
many a Cuttin Corners mu- 
nicipal election, has unearthed 

a civic scandal, namely that 
Main St. is where Thimble 

Park should be and that 
Thimble Park is not where it 
is at all. It should be where 
the old distillery was moved 
from. A former assessor was 
a digitalis addict and got all 
the lots mixed up on the town 
plan, she claims. 

It follows that the town hall 
is right in the middle of Main 
St. "It can all be settled out 
in the old distillery/' said Mrs- 
Helen Agale at a recent council 
meeting. "If you date our Cut- 
tin Corners history back to the 
distillery, you will find that 
there were evil doings then, 
and big interests have kept it 
hushed up all these years. 

"Yes, it's the big interests 
but I am not afraid of the big 
interests. I'm not interested in 
getting anything out of the big 
interests, it's the taxpayers I'm 
interested in." 

"Yas, and I kin imagine you 
will get all you can out of 
them/' Councillor Bust said 
aside.

feet. "I heard that comment, I 
heard it.

"Very well, then." .

One 
razor sharp niunicipal wit it 
pitted full strength against the 
other. There are wheels within 
wheels, heels within wheels 
and sometimes cogs. Mm. 
Helen Agele is often referred 

to as a wrench. 
".But Mrs, Helen Agate is 

what keeps Cuttin Corners 
council on its toes. It takes a 
woman to keep some munici- 
pal stability in the place. - No 
matter what they say about 
her, Helen is good for politics 
up in the Corners. i 

The only lady who is run- 
ning for council, Mrs. Agele, 
is making this here her plat- 
form, rather, this her platform. 
Her platfrom is based on the 
outright outrage of the town 
hall being in the middle of 
Main St. 

"If elected, I will tear up 
Main St. and move It to 
Thimble Park and Thimble 
Park will be transplanted to 
the old lot where the distillery 
was, and I am one who will al- 
ways carry out an election 
promise.

Traffic laws were perfectly 
fair; in fact they should be 
stricter. Police action perfectly 
proper. He paid tribute to town 
clerk and town employees for 
job well done. 

Reeve Arthur D. Evans: Told 
of improvements in water sys- 
tem; was critical of proposals to 
pipe water from Simcoe. Felt it 
impractical. Commented on the 
opening of new wings at New- 
market and Sutton high schools; 
provided top standard of educa- 
tional opportunity through whole 
North York area. Praised work 
of health unit and told of the 
baby clinics being started. 

He described the start of the 
conservation authority and dis- 
cussed pJans to reforest the river 
banks and clean up the river it- 
self. ( 

Deputy-Reeve J. L. Splileftte: 

Described the year as one of 
great spending with more to 
come in the proposed sewage 
disposal plant and the taking 
over of Main St. from the coun- 
ty. While the debenture debt 
was high m the neighborhood of 
$400,000 net, it bore a moderate 
relation to the total assessment 
of $4,300,000 and -was not con- 
sidered heavy. 

Ife felt that Newmarket's fi- 
nancial position v/as quite sound, 
and able to support additional 
spending nicely. 

Edward Wrightman: Extreme- 
ly critical of the manner in 
which road improvement nro- 
gram undertaken. He criticized 
resurfacing with black top and 
said that u belter job could have 
been done by other means. Said 
one section of road wasn't grad- 
ed; another section of sidewalk 
already heaving. 

As inspector for highways de- 
partment, felt that Uw job done 
was inadequate. He v/os critical 
of the manner some town equip- 
ment not used. 

He felt (he arena had become 
too commercialized, that the kid- 
dies weren't getting the use of it 
they should. He would fight for 
the kiddies of town, he suid. 

He was critical of I he manner 
In which the new bridge v/as be- 
ing placed at Wellington St., 
and particularly of cutting down 
trees. 

Lome Paynter: Seeking fourth 
term, has enjoyed the work and 
done his best to see that the town 
got good government. Signs had 
been placed on the approaches to 
the town re the enforcement of 
traffic laws. Newmarket very 
fortunate in its traffic accident 
record thanks to the vigilance of 
police. 

As chairman of the garbage 
committee, felt that a good Job 
had been done. 



Charles Boyd: Born and raised 
in Newmarket, he had a large 
stake in the town and was seek- 
ing office because he felt it a 
responsibility all citizens should 
share in. Wasn't making any 
wild promises but did believe his 
business experience, his know- 
ledge of the town and his inter- 
est in the town would be valu- 
able on council. He had no chip 
on his shoulder, simply would 
like the opportunity to. lend his 
experience to the administration 
of the town. 

Rudy Renzius: Was chairman 
of the relief committee and had 
not had much to do. He had 
done his best in council, and if 

elected, would continue to serve 
to the best of his ability. 

Tom Birrell: Answering criti- 
cism about "commercializing" of 
arena, quoted the balance sheet 
of the operations of arena, point- 
ing out that arena could not 
carry itself if it were to give 
more free time than at present 
If the cost of the arena was to 



Mrs, Mina Best: Have tried to 

get things done by the board on 
behalf of the school children of 
the town and have been unable 
to make the board act so that 
there is nothing left to do but 
to go on the board to remedy 
these complaints.

limited in many instances, that 
where possible, the board did 
everything they could to answer 
requests from delegations, but in 
many instances, board simply 
didn't have power to act.

Frank Bowser: The work done 
on the roads and walks in New- 
market was done as recommend- 
ed by reliable engineers and by 
a reliable firm. Other methods 
were not practical. We did what 
we were told was the most prac- 
tical v/ay of improving our 
streets. As far as the bridge was 
concerned the plans were check- 
ed and then re-checked by de- 
partment of highways engineers. 

This year, we- worked with the 
horticultural society in the plant- 
ing of 400 trees in town. Every 
year, there urc 20 or 30 trees cut 
down ns a hn/ard or nuisance. 

The use of asphalt instead of 
Concrete saved the town two- 
thirds of cost of redoing side- 
walks., 

Mrs. Violet MaeNaughton: Tax 
rate must be held down. Own- 
ers and tenants alike suffer as 
taxes go up. Know there arc 
many things required by town 
but why have so many essential 
expenditures been left to this 
year instead of being spread out.

"Tho ultimate view of all 
women in hospital auxiliary 
work is that of improving their 
local hospital in order to give 
the best possible service and 
comfort to the citizens who enter 
them as patients," said Mrs. R. 
J. Rogers in her report on the 
Ontario Hospital association 
convention. Mrs. Rogers, presi- 
dent of the York County Hospi- 
tal auxiliary, presented her re- 
port at the November meeting of 
the group. She attended the 
convention as this auxiliary's 
official delegate. 

More than $100,000 was roised 
Inst year by 80 auxiliaries in 
Ontario who presented their re- 
ports at the convention. Much 
interest was shown in Mrs. Rog- 
er's report on the work of the 
York County Hospital auxiliary. 

"Voluntory hospital workers 
the first to give real impetus to 
community hospital conscious- 
ness," said Mrs. Oliver Rhynns, 
president of the new National 
Canadian council of Hospital 
auxiliaries. "In the early days 
they were responsible even for 
the management and conduct of 
the community hospital." 

"The services rendered by 
these voluntary groups during 
the past year were many and 
varied. They varied from pro- 
viding expensive equipment to 
the hemming of diapers for the 
nursery. Scholarships for nurs- 
es; decorating and furnishing of 
nurses residences (including a 
room for the nurses to entertain 
their gentlemen friends); instal- 
lation of electric elevators, lib- 
rary and equipment; stocking 
Samaritan cupboards; follow-up 
hospital care with special diets, 
eyo glosses, ' dentures, special 
shoes and braces; Christmas nnd 
Thank -giving treats; concerts for 
ward patients; furnishing of 
rooms; provision of oxygen 
equipment,- floor polishers, kit- 
chen equipment ond linen; these, 
and many more such things, are 
ways in which the auxiliaries 
assist their local hospitals. 

"Funds for this work were 
raised by teas, suppers and 
bazaars; penny sales, tag days, 
opportunity shops, donation days 
nnd the sale of handmade articles 
and jams and jellies.

He said that very few people

The association is engaged in a 
fight constructive, not destruc- 
tive, against man's number one 
enemy in the health field — 
mental illness. 

He said that too often, man's 
greatest enemy is himself. Take 
alcoholism, which is increasing 
alarmingly; this, he said, is of- 
ten the result of man's trying 
to escape from what seems to 
be a world in chaos. He is 
usually a man emotionally un- 
stable and he tries to drown his 
fears in drink. 

Modern Life 

It is a terrible commentary on 
our approach to living that of 
the children of the present, five 
in every hundred will end in 
mental hospitals, two in 100 wilt 
be criminals and two — alas for 
me, I cannot read my own writ- 
ing, but what happens to the 
other two was equally devastat- 
ing. Much mental illness is the 
result of tension — we cannot 
keep up'with the pace demanded 
by our modern way of life. 

Mental health, he went on, is 
everybody's business. The mak- 
ing of many a criminal can be 
traced back to n loveless home. 
Finding neither love nor sym- 
pathy where it should be found, 
the child turns to crime to make 
himself important, even if that 
importance has terrible conse- 
quences. 

The Home 

So, mental health .should 
start first of all In the home. A 
bnby, surrounded by love and 
core, feeling itself wanted, will 
have made a good start on the 
rond to mental health. 

Wo must, said Dr. Porks, get 
owny from the mediaeval con- 
ception of mental illness. Wo 
should consider it on the same 
plane as physical illness, speak 
about it as freely and study how 

WE can be soldiers in this battle. 

To learn to live with one an- 
other, never to isolate ourselves 
from our fellow men, to learn 
tolerance, to keep faith, hope 
ind charity bright, will all help

lage trustees from five candi- 
dates. William Carson, retired, 
and Crawford Wells, merchant, 
are seeking re-election. The new 
candidates are Donald M- Find- 
lay, lawyer, William E. Barker, 
and James Armstrong, sales 
manager. Others nominated, 
who withdrew their names, are 
Stanley Hunter, Ross Stuart and 
Boss Walker, a trustee for the 
past three years. Voting will 

take place in King Masonic hall, 

12 noon to S pjxu

For several years, the trustees 
have been elected to office by 
acclamation. 

Secretary W. F. Hood was 

chairman of nominations and 
Duncan M. Ross, a one-time vil- 
lage trustee, was chairman of 
the general meeting which fol- 
lowed, when candidates spoke 
and ratepayers discussed their 
problems. 

The discussion revealed one 
sure thing, that King is a good 
community in which to live; that 
its expanding population of home 
owners is suffering "growing 
pains", a healthy sign of pro- 
gress. What taxpayers asked for 
is a trustee board strong enough 
to represent their interests be- 
fore the township council. Some 
were dissatisfied with the gap be- 
tween the village government 
and that of the township. They 
want closer contact. 

Some complained strongly of 
the laxity of the present trustee 
board. They want action on 
town street lighting, sidewalks, 
observance of traffic speed laws. 
Some want representation on 
the township council. Mrs. Stan- 
ley Hunter would favor King 
City becoming an incorporated 
village to insure stronger gov- 
ernment. 

James Armstrong said that 
while he had "no axe to grind", 
he felt the village should have a 
strong voice* on the township 
council, to remind that body "we 
are a very necessary parj^ef 
King township." He stood for 
better police and fire protection, 
enforcement of speed Jaws, 
every attempt made to see that 
levies on private property are 
proportionate with the general 
assessment of the township. 

He strongly protested the ex- 
istence of trailers within the 
confines of the village. ''Vil- 
lagers who work hard and im- 
prove their properties at great 
expense should not have to put 
up with the ungodly, unsanitary 
and unsightly trailer houses that 
reduce property value," said Mr. 
Armstrong. "If circumstances 
are such as relief is necessary, 
let the township relief officer 
take up the matter of relief and 
accommodation. These trailers 

-should not be foisted on taxpay- 
ers/ 1 Criticizing the laxity of 
present trustees, Mr. Armstrong 
wants consideration of proper 
street lighting, better sidewalks, 
speed signs on village ap- 
proaches, proper garbage collec- 
tion and better sidewalks. If 
elected he would give these mat- 
ters consideration. 

Crawford Wells, who has been 
*in and out of the trusteeship 

for 25 years," said he thought 
the governing body of the vil- 
lage had done its best. He en- 
deavored to answer many ques- 
tions that came from the floor 
throughout the evening. 

Donald Findlay said he would 
make this "a better village to 
Jive M* were he elected to of- 
fice. He appreciated the fact 
that the community could not be 
ye vol u lionized over night Ho 
said he was thankful for the 
water system in King. He said 
he stood for progress, that there 
are certain things that can be 
done without raising the taxes. 
He said the character of the 
community is changing from 
semi-rural to semi-urban. He 
feefs we must protect ourselves 
against disadvantages of being 
the closest part of the township 
to the city. A balance will have 
to be struck between urban and 
rural ways. 

Mr. Findlay explained that 
government is partly village, 
township and county. His ob- 
ject, he said, would be to have 
more contact with the village 
taxpayer and more contact with 
the township council to bridge 
this gap. The village budget, he 
said, is not large enough for a 
lot of improvements without 
raising taxes. There are village 
powers that can be used for im- 
provements' without increasing 
the tax rate to make it a better 
ana safer place in which to live. 
He spoke of fire protection regu- 
lations and curfew. He favored 

a voluntary community "paint 
up and dean up" campaign or' 
ganized on a village scale.

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Acclaim King Council 



King township council mem- 
bers have all been acclaimed. 

They are: Elton Armstrong, 
reeve; T. A. McCutcheon, depu- 
ty-reeve; . Raymond Jennings, 
William Hodgson and Russell 
Snider, councillors- William Ke- 
hoe and Stanley Kuniski, nomin- 
ated as councillors, did not 
qualify. 

At the nomination meeting at 

Schomberg, Nov. 23, the main 
topic of discussion was mainten- 
ance of roads and the construc- 
tion of a section of hard surface 
roadway completed on an exper- 
imental basis on the west side 
of the township. More year- 
round road machinery equip- 
ment and ar* 24-hour snow re- 
moval system were advocated. 

Declaring he Kkd "never taken 
any money from taxpayers that 

he could not find some place 

else," Reeve Armstrong said the 
financial position of the town- 
ship is sound. Council is not re- 
quired to borrow any money to 
carry on. 

While more money has been 
spent on roads and more man- 
hours given to bulldozing roads 
and ditches than in any "previ- 
ous year, more money will have 
to be expended in the coming 
year in this department, the 
reeve stated. There were 20,000 
yards of gravel laid on the 200 
mile stretch of the township 
roads last year and it would 
seem likely that 30,000 yards 
would be laid next year. The 
problem is to levy for this quan- 
tity and to get the 50 percent 
grant from the department of 
highways, the reeve pointed out. 

Council members were all 
agreed that two bulldozers and 
maintainors should be owned 
outright by' the township. It 
now owns one and rents the 
other. 

Deputy-Reeve T. A. McCutch- 
eon explained that the township 
is the first municipality to ex- 
periment with a hard-top surfac- 
ed roadway. Extending west of 
Schomberg to Lloydtown, a mile 
of road costing less than $4,000, 
of which the government pays 
50 percent, is being tried, out. 
"It is just completed to Vind 
out if it will hold the material 
put on it. I hope the plan pans 



out," raid Mr. McCutcheon- "It 
would pay for itself in two 
years in the amount of extra 
gravel required to keep this 
piece of roadway fit for travel." 

Councillor Ray Jennings said 
he wants better roads, and mach- 
inery kept at work. Due to the 
efforts of the township assessor 
and clerk, he . said the depart- 
ment of highways has agreed to 
repair damages caused by high- 
ways gravel trucks. 

Councillor Russell Snider 
pointed out he would like to see 
a maintainer working 16 hours 
a day on the Turton sideroad, 
west of concession nine. 

Councillor Wm. Hodgson re- 
iterated the opinions of council 
to continue to spend money and 
improve township roads. He ex- 
plained that winter control to 
include snow plowing, sanding 

and fencing totalled $5,669.37; 
weed control cost $2,645.16; gra- 
velling, $19,755. Education costs 
43.72 percent of all taxes. He 
sanctions the card system of as- 
sessment whereby all buildings 
are assessed on measurement. 
Land assessment is not likely to 

be raised by this plan, already 
by some municipalities. He 
thinks this principle is fair. 

He advocated a first-class road 
from Highway 27 through to the 
12th concession to connect with 
Highway 50. 

William Kehoe of West King, 
nominated as councillor, de- 
plored the condition of the 10th 
concession in the spring of the 
year, which he said was im- 
passable for a month at a time. 
Under the marketing system, 
livestock must be moved when 
ready to prevent financial loss 
to farmers. He contended that 
township-owned machinery on 
both sides of the municipality 
would keep the roads open. He 
thought a 24-hour snow-plowing 
system in winter should be 
available. He wants hills win- 
ter-sanded to safeguard motor- 
ists and truckers. 

Stanley Kuniski, nominated as 
councillor, is concerned with 
roads. He said the Linton side- 
road where his farm is located 
has been neglected in the spring 
of the year. He wouldn't want to 
face another spring under the 
same conditions. 



Reeve Reviews Year 



Every person has the right to 
appeal for settlement with the 
provincial department of high- 
ways in the closing of all roads 
connected with the new super 
highway other than those de- 
signed by the cloverleaf, Reeve 
Elton Armstrong declared at 
King Twp. nomination meeting. 
Property owners affected by the 
change in the closing of roads 
will be given settlement by the 
department if their names are 
sent in personally. 

The central section of the 
township stands to benefit in a 
very substantial way with the 
formation of a school centre to 
compose the school sections of 
Jamieson, Blackburn, Kettleby 
and Glenviile, he said. A $100,- 
000 four-room school has been 
agreed upon, the department of 
highways to pay $50,000 and the 
department of education $40,000. 
Should the building cost exceed 
$100,000, the department of high- 
ways will pay 50 percent of the 
additional cost. 

In addition, the highways de- 
partment will rebuild the sixth 
concession line from the King 
and Vaughan townline, a distance 
of 10 miles, to the north town- 
line. A bridge estimated to cost 
$100,000 will be built by the de- 
partment of highways at Laskoy. 
Seven miles of the fifth conces- 
sion road north to the Auroral 
sideroad will be improved to a 
first class highway. Both con- 
cessions connect with the over- 
passes of the new Toronto-Barric 
highway.
